One hundred persons were rescued by the 
Annie Russell Monday afternoon at the 
east approach of the Merchant's bridge, 
which is now almost surrounded by water.

Those rescued were taken to Venice, 
where they were transferred to the Mark 
Twain, which will bring them to St. Louis.

to Cahokia creek and south to East St. 
Louis. They had swept 17 persons to 
death, driven 8000 persons from their 
homes and were carrying scores of the 
homes on their crest. 

No great general ever handled his 
forces with more consummate skill 


than that which controlled the assault 


of the waters. Between noon Sunday 
and 4 o’clock Monday morning every 
levee was opened, each breach being 
followed by a roar and a rush of water. 


Levee After Levee 
Was Torn Asunder. 

The Madison County levee was carried 
first at a point just west of Madison Sun- 
day noon. Three hours later a second 
breech was made a mile north. 

Then the water attacked the Chicago & 
Alton tracks, and not waiting to open them 
poured over them six feet deep. 

After that there was a lull while the 
flood rose inch by inch to the floors of the 
houses and crept up the walls, driving the 
inhabitants to the second stories or to the 
roofs. 

The last grand assault came at 2 o’clock 
Monday morning when the cross levee gave 
way and the great flood of all swept from 
the north upon the three cities. 

Refugees tell excited stories of different 
directions from which the waters came. 
The currents from the breaks on the west 
meeting the greater current from the north 
formed a swirl like a whirlpool. 


Man and Wife 
Swept to Death. 


At noon the water had reached a depth 
from 6 to 10 feet over the cities and was 
still rising an inch an hour. Granite City, 
on higher ground, suffered least, a space 
one-half mile square, containing the post- 
Cffice, the American Steel Works and the 
St. Louis Stamping Works, being still un- 
covered. 

Every protection for Madison, Venice and 
Granite City has been swept away and all 
that remains for the water to do is to 
break more crevasses in the levees already 
shattered and sweep away the submerged 
homes and stores, 

Seventeen deaths from drowning have 
been reported from Madison and Venice. 
George Bennett, town marshal of Venice, 
and Mrs. Bennett were caught in their 
home by the first rush of water Sunday 
noon and were reported drowned, but they 
escaped the flood.

At 2 o’clock the shriek of the factory 


whistles again announced that another levee 
was gone. The shrieks were followed by 
the roar of water, and the current plunged 
nearer the refugees. 

The rescue work took new impetus Mon- 
day morning. The Terminal Association 
ran an engine and box car back and forth 
Skiffs oper- 
ated from tho east end of the bridge, bring- 
ing boatload after boatload to the car. On 
their return trips into the flood the oars- 
men carried food to the persons not res- 
cued. 

The Wabash was the only other road on 
the East Side not submerged. It ran a 
train from Granite City to Edwardsville, 
making trips at top speed with the water 
coming closer to the tracks every minute. 
One thousand people were carried out in 
this way. 

The Wabash tracks will be under water 
before night if the rise continues, and the 
east approach to the Merchants’ bridge is 
molting away in the flood. With these two 
gone every avenue of escape from the three 
cities will be cut off except by the boats. 

The entire St. Louis river front was 
searched for boats Monday morning to en- 
ter the rescue work. Few could be found. 


Horseshoe Lake 
Is Making Trouble. 

At 8:30 o’clock the harbor boat Mark 
Twain and the private yacht Annie Russell 
left their piers to make an effort to reach 
the flooded towns. They carried food and 
were prepared to bring off refugees. 

D. Fletcher of Granite City, who reached 
St. Louis at noon, says Horseshoe Lake has 
overflowed its banks and is Sravating 
the situation. The lake is northeast of 
Granite City and sent a current into it 
which meets the river current. Cakokia 
creek has also overflowed and is sending 
in a counter current upon Madison and 
Venice. 

FP. P. Minde’s bank, which is the only 
bank in Madison, is in ruins. The new 
bullding which it occupies collapsed Mon- 
day morning in the flood. 

Hand cars and flat cars nave deen called 
into service on the Merchants’ bridge, the 
hand cars being used at the end of the 
east approach, which is too weak to sup- 
port a train. 

With the refugees from the three cities 
came many from Newport and Brooklyn, 
which have been flooded since Saturday. 
The river is still rising rapidly over those 
towns. 

Telephone communication between St. 
Louis and the submerged towns was im- 
paired by the flood but not entirely cut off. 
Imperfect connections and frequent breaks 
seriously delayed the attempt to get boats 
and supplies from St. Louis. 


BOY DRO WNS WHILE 
CLIMBING TO ROOF 


The levee just south of the Merchants’ 


bridge and within a stone’s throw of Ven- 
ice broke at 1 o'clock Sunday afternoon. 

It was a furious onrush of waters and 
Venice stood unprepared for the emer- 
gency. 

‘ithin 12 hours the 500 inhabitants were 
homeless and many of them without food 
or shelter. 

Today Venice is completely submerged 
and cnly the roofs of houses are visible. 

Jonn Crittenden, aged 10 years, was 
Growrd near the Merchants’ bridge while 
endeavoring to get shelter on the roof of 
a house which was floating down stream. 

When the Venice levee burst the cur-

Twenty families opposite St. Charles in 
St. Louls County were in imminent danger 
of being drowned in their homes when 
men in kiff crossed the river late Sat- 
urday night and hescued them. The cur- 
rent made the trip perilous, but it was im- 
possible to reach the families with a 
steamer, and the skiffs were the only re- 
course. 

Stock on the submerged St. Louls County 
farms swam to Banfils, few being drowned. 
Some of the animals were from farms four 
miles from Bonfils, swimming all the dis- 


tance. 


REFUGEES CROSS 


A hanging bridge, 50 feet above the boil- 
ing torrent that pours at the east end of 
the Merchants’ bridge, was the means of 
rescuing 200 refugees from the  tri-citles 
Monday morning in an hour. 

At the end oft aht time the structure 
was declared unsafe and its use discon- 
tinued. 

When the flood washed away the em- 
bankment which forms the east approach 
to the bridge it left the rails and ties, 
fastened together, like the framework of 
a hanging bridge. It sagged in the middle, 
but did not part. 

Railroad men placed boards across the 
rails thus making a bridge. It was tested 
and held, and the refugees brought to the 
east side of the gap in the embankment 
walked across it to the train waiting for 
them. 


SAY FLOOD CAME 
FROM THE SOUTH 


Henry Hollom of West Madison.was one 
of the refugees who came across the river 
this morning to North St. Louis. He saw 
the levee break Sunday afternoon. He says 
it occurred about 12:50 Sunday afternoon. 
The water came through a crevasse about 
feet wide, and with such force that it 
seemed a solid wall of water 10 feet high. 
It also threw foaming whitecaps up into 
the alr another 3 or 4 feet. He estimates 
that the water is fully 20 feet deep over 
the greater part of West Madison now. 

Mr. and Mrs. William Dunbar of West 
Madison were on the same train. Mr. Dun- 
bar was at work in the car shops at the 
time the break occurred. Mrs. Dunbar saw 
it, and says the strange part of the flood 
is that the water seemed to come from tne 
south. After it broke through the bank 
it appeared in two parts. 

Mrs. Dunbar says when the flood came 
through it bore on its crest small houses, 
telegraph poles and other drift, which it 
had torn away. 

It surrounded her so quickly she could not 
escape and she was held a prisoner until 
1 o'clock that night, when her husband 
came and took her away in a boat. She 
says she saw several persons, who were 
on the tops o ftheir houses, jump off into 
the water when they felt the houge tremble. 
She saw no one drown, as all who jumped 
were able to swim. 

Mr. Dunbar says the food supply in West 
Madison is very limited.

These tanks 
supply the street and private lighting of 
the entire city, and any accident to the 
machinery would plunge streets and dwell- 
ings in darkness. 

Two pumps are pumping out the water 
that comes through the wall, and they are 
taking care of 40,000 feet an hour, discharg- 
ing it into the river through a 24-inch 
main. 


Held in reserve is a centrifugal pump 
with a capacity of 86,000 feet. 

While admitting the gravity of the situa- 
tion the officials of the company say that 
they believe they will be able to take care 
of all the water that comes through the 
wall. 

Many extra men have been put on to aid 
the regular force, and they are working 
in eight-hour shifts. 

Crevices in the wall are being plugged, 
and as the wall was given a thorough over- 
hauling before the water reached it, the 
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danger of its giving away is deemed slight.

RIVER AT ST. LOUIS WILL 


NOT RISE AFTER MONDAY 
Special River Bulletin 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—The 
Missouri river is falling, except 
over its extreme lower portion, 
and the Mississippi is also fall- 
ing north of Hannibal. 

At St. Louis the stage this 
morning was 37.5, a rise since 
Sunday morning of 1.2 feet. The 
stage at Cairo was 41 feet, a rise 
of 1.5 since Sunday morning. 

The river at St. Louis will 
probably come to a stand during 
Monday in the neighborhood of 
38 feet, but will continue to rise 
below. 

General flood warnings have 
also been issued for the rivers 
of South Carolina and the James 
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river of Virginia. 
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RAILROAD TRAFFIC 


IS AT 


With all Hast Side terminal points be 
tween Alton end Hast St. Louis in the em- 
brace of the flood and the Merchants’ and 
Eads bridges accessible to only a few 
lines, St. Louis passenger and freight traf- 
fic, both incoming and outbound, is tem- 
porarily paralyzed. 

No attempt has been made to transport 
freight between this city and East St. 
Louis, and relief from this critical situa- 
tion is not expected within the next % 
hours. 

All eastern passenger trains are maroon- 
ed at East St. Louis and none are able to 
get from St. Louis across the river. 

It is estimated that the flood disaster 
has already cost the railroads $2,000,000. 

The total damage will probably reach 
$5, 000,000. 

The Vandalia was the only line which 
started a train to the East Monday, but 
this was two hours late leaving Union 
Station and no assurance that it would 
make anything like schedule time could 
be given. 

The Wabash, the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy, the Big Four, the Louisville & 
Nashville, the Chicago & Alton and the 
Toledo, St. Louls & Kansas City are guf- 
fering heavily. 

All trains on the Clover Leaf have been 
annulled. 

The Big Four and Chicago & Alton are 
carrying passengers to Alton by boat 
where connection is made for Northern 
and Eastern points.

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STANDSTILL 


Information is not available as to the 
St. Louls Valley road, as all wires along 
that line are down.

The Southern Railway managed to hold 
its own pretty well until Sunday night, 
when it encountered difficulties at East 
St. Louls, where a number of its cars are 
how tied up.

City.

Freight tonnage has 
been reduced to a minimum and only the 
most imperative shipments can be made.

Relief for 50 


Families at Once. 

A telegram from Alton requested relief 
for 50 families marooned on Mobile 
Island, and the Steamer Duchess, in charge 
of Captain Wylie, was dispatched to the 
scene at once, with instructions that the 
full expense would be borne by the Ex- 
change committee. 

Wm. T. Taarstick of the Mississippi Val- 
ley transportation company appeared be- 
fore the committee and offered the use of 
one or more barges, any of which will af- 
ford shelter for 500 persons, or anything 
else the committee may desire that we 
have.“ 

The Wiggins Ferry Co. sent a boat to 
Madison, III., Monday morning, for the re- 
lief of the homeless persons there. 

On motion of Mr. Michael, the proper au- 
thorities of East St. Louis, Madison, Ven- 
ice and.

HOW WATER CAME 
DOWN AT RUSH CITY 


This is the story of “How the Water 
Came Down at Rush City,” told by Jean 
Delarey, King of Rush City, janitor of the 
McCasiand opera house in Last St. Louis, 
and tallest man in town. 

Rush City is a little suburb of East St. 
Louis lying near the old race tracks. It 
was once a Democratic village with Col. 
John Robinson as its mayor, but Col. John 
lost favor in a late election and Jean De- 
larey wae declared king. 

“I woke up Sunday mornin’ when I heard 
the. watah come a roarin’ down the coun- 
ty road. I said to myself, ‘Rush City’s 
gone.’ I called up the old woman and my 
niece and said, Run to the opera house.’

“I threw my clothes in the left. I un- 
tied my dogs, opened the hen house and 
let down a few rails of the pig pen. All 
the time the watah kept roarin.’ 

“Then I started for the track. After 
me came the pigs and the dogs. We ran

ASSASSINS STILL AT 
WORK IN KENTUCKY 


The Attempt to Murder Ewen Failed, 
but the Men on His Trail Will 
Likely Make Another 
Trial. 


JACSKON, Ky., June 8.—An attempt was 
made before daylight to assassinate B. L. 
Ewen, the leading witness against Curtig 
Jett and Tom White, whose trial for the 
murder of J. B. Marcum will begin Tues- 
day. The attempt failed. 

Ewen has been protected at his home by 
a military guard. A week ago he left 
Jackson, fearing his life would be taken if 
he remained here, and only came back to 
attend the trial. 

The assassins, who are on Ewen's trail, 
will no doubt make another attempt. 

A special venire of 60 Magoffin County 
men, summoned for jury servicé in cases 
of Jett and White, rode into Jackson last 
night and were quartered in 4 Breathitt 
County courthouse under mi: y guard. 

Saturday night Jackson was kept in an 
uproar by the firing of drunken mountain- 
eers. Between 11 and 12 p. m. 167 shots 
were fired in the vicinity of the courthouse, 
and in all, several hundred shots were 
fired. Firing was not directed at anyone, 
but flashes from revolvers and _rifies 
marked the position of desperadoes close 
to jail sentries. Citizens dared not come 
on the streets. The desperadoes ‘‘awned 
the town.“

NORTH TOPEKA 
A SHEA OF MUD 


TOPEKA, Kan., June 8.—The body of J. 
Ward. an old soldter, previously counted 
in the list of known dead, was found to- 
day at Oakland, a suburb. The water is 
fast getting back into the old river chan- 
nel, leaving North Topeka a desolate sea 
of sloppy, vile-swelling mud. During the 
night a temporary water main was laid 
across the bridge and will aid greatly in 
clearing up the situation.
